I  would  farther  refer  to  the  opportunities  I  have  had  of  acquiring  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  changes  wrought  by  local  disease  in  the  structures  of  the  human  body, 
in  the  discharge  of  my  duties  as  Pathologist  to  this  Hospital,  as  also  by  study  at 
the  Continental  Universities. 

In  the  event  of  my  appointment  I  shall  endeavour  to  perform  the  duties  of 

the  office  to  the  best  of  my  abilities.
